With each succeeding 
proof that Americans in the battle 
line can hold up their end, our al- 
lies become more confident of ulti- 
mate victory over the Germans.

our troops in the second line. The 
counter-attack by the Boche was 
launched then. Another smaller 
French attack gave him these two 
places again. 

This was the situation yesterday 
afternoon when the French, rein- 
forced by the Americans, launched 
another attack at 1 o'clock. In ad- 
dition to going ahead with the 
French, our troops moved east of 
the west German flank. By 2 o'clock 
our combined forces had retaken La 
Chapelle and St. Agnan, as well as 
the important Hill 241 and Hill 223. 


DRIVE GERMANS BACK. 
The Americans drove the Germans 
back from the south edge of the 
Bois de Condover over the hill com- 
manding the woods to the north; a 
little later we took Mont Lever and 


then continued our advance. The 
total gain of terrain was about two 
kilometers in depth on a front of 
eight kilometers. But the possession 
of the hills was more important. 
Considerable prisoners were taken. 
Those resting in the hands of the 
American units attacking the west 
German flank number 345. 

The entire counter-attack was a 
success. American troops fighting 
in yesterday’s attack. never before 
had been in battle. The splendid 
performance came after a day and 
a half of heavy shelling of high ex- 
plosives and gas, which they stood 
well. Their spirits never broke. 

The stuff American soldiers are 
made of was shown in the case of 
a company led by Capt. Mackey. In 
the fighting in the Bola de Conde 
this company of 250 men were sur- 
rounded by the enemy and reported 
captured. Three hours later Capt. 
Mackey showed up with thirty-eight 
men. They had refused to be cap- 
tured, although surrounded, and 
fought their way back against great 
odds. 


PLATOON OF HEROES. 

Another story of heroism is that 
of a platoon of Americans who 
were in Mezy when the Germans 
got across the river. When their 
comrades withdrew they stayed in 
the cellars in Mezy, where they 
placed machine guns in such posi- 
tions that the Germans could not 
dislodge them. When the Amert- 
cans got back in Mezy late last 
night the platoon was without food, 
but with plenty of pep and was still 
on the job. They had played havoc 
with the ranks of the retreating 
Germans. 

The trouble the comman4- 
ers had with the American troops 
was that they did not know when to 
retreat. One platoon did not heed 
orders to withdraw and holding on 
became surrounded. Then they cut 
their way out. Half of them got 
back. The German fatlures against 
the Americans means that they 
have been greatly handicapped in 
their efforts to get to Epernay and 
Chalons, With the Americans hold- 
ine as they are the Germans will 
have to drive a much sharper and 
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more dangerous salient than if we 
had not held so well. 

Besides the American successes 
give the Allies possession of a se- 
ries of hills south of the Marne just 
east of Chateau Thierry, the pos- 
session which by the Germans 
would mean a serious menace to the 
Allied line in this section.

But the significant 
difference is that the prisoners with 
whom I talked today said it would 
not end in a complete German vic- 
tory, but by negotiations. 

VICTORY HOPE GONE, 


Hitherto the Germans have al-

In all, the pression after the first 


two days of the new drive is good. 
The Germans have made some prog- 
ress, but not great and bought it at 
a heavy price. 

In the sector where the Amert- 
cans are fighting, the situation ca 
certainly good. We are in an e 
cellent position to drive the Ger- 
mans in front of us back across the 
Marne, and if it is done the south 
side of the river will be cleared of 
the Huns. Reports just come in 
show that the Americans fighting 
east of Rheims held their own yes- 
terday. They retired about two 
kilometers against the first shock of 
the drive, but since then have stood 
firm. @ust after starting the drive 
the Allied artillery raked the Ger- 
man lines and back areas with 
sweeping barrages. The effect may 
be calculated by the fact that with 
the exception of small rushes the 
Germans have been unable to renew 
the drive tor Chalons from the 
north. 

The country there is flat and 
sandy, almost entirel® lacking in 
woods and valleys to shelter Ger- 
man concentrations for attacks. 
Prisoners say the Allied artillery 
Played havoc with their lines. 

Our artillery progress there was 
evidently more than the Germans 
expected and messed up their plans. 
One of the prisoners captured to- 
day, he used to live in Philadelphia, 
said the barrage had caught his regi- 
ment about to attack and made chop 
suey of it. Anéther youthful pris- 
oner said the division to which he 
belonged had been so chewed up 
by artillery fire that the remnants 
were sent back to be used as re- 
placements for other divisions. This 
was a crack guard division. At one 
spot east of Rheims a German de- 
tachment with a machine gun had 
been pestering our men. A young 
lieutenant with forty men was sent 
out to stop it. There was nothing 
to do but rush the position. An 
hour later a runner brought back a 
note the attack a success, we killed 
them all.” 

Early yesterday the Germans 
launched a small attack against our 
troops holding Vaux. We put down 
a barrage behind the attacking 
party and let them come close 
enough to use the machine guns on 
them, when the attackers retired 
with considerable losses. A platoon 
of our men pursuing them brought 
back thirty prisoners, 

American airmen, both chaser and 
observation, played a very important 
role in the fighting of the last two 
days. Our chase machines brought 
down six Boche airmen in the last 
twenty-four hours and one balloon. 

In addition, they have strafed the 
German lines and rear with ma- 
chine-gun bullets. Observation and 
photographic machines kept our ar- 
tillery well informed of conditions 
back of the enemy lines. Credit for 
the six Boche machines go— two to 
Lieut. Francis Simmonds, New York; 
one each to Lieuts. Charles Porter, 
New Rochelle; Arthur Jones, Ala- 
bama, and George Robertson and 
Arthur Abernathy, New Hampshire. 
The balloon was brought down by 
Lieut. Miller, when Robertson re- 
turned to the fleld. After the fight 
over our lines he had seventeen bul- 
let holes in his airplane. Abernathy 
downed his Boche twenty kilometers 
back of the lines and, returning, was 
attacked by six Germans. One of 
fifty bullets which hit his plane went 
into the engine cylinder, forcing a 
landing in No Man’s Land. Our ar- 
tiilery saw Kim falling and put down 
a barrage behind him, protecting 
him from the Boches until he 
reached our lines. 

A large number of our chase ma- 
chines, which mount two machine 
guns, flew all yesterday back of the 
German lines, sending streams of 
lead into columns of the Germans 
on the road and into the artillery 
trains. Two daring lads few down 
to an altitude of 200 meters and 
sent bullets into a company of artil- 
lery. The horses were hit and stam- 
peded, throwing the guns into a 
ditch, where they still are. Another 
aviator flew low over a German 
pontoon bridge, over the Marne, and 
sent bullets from both guns into the 
bridge, clearing it of the enemy.

After the usual tremendous bom- 
bardment the enemy attacked at 
dawn Monday on two wide sectors 
between Chateau Thierry and East- 
ern Champagne. The most violent 
effort was directed against the Marne 
front from Chateau Thierry to the 
west of Rheims. No assault on the 
cathedral city was attempted. The 
latest information seems to indicate 
that the eastern portion of the offen- 
sive from the region of Fort 
Pompelle to Massiges met with 
check by an arfhy commanded by 
one of the most famous of France's 
colonial generals. Heavier fighting 
occurred westwards especially be- 
tween Fossoy and Dormans where the 
Germans endeavoring to penetrate 
the table-land south of the Marne 
by the valley of the Surmelin rivulet 
along which runs the light railroad 
from Mezy to Montmirall. 

At the junction point of the 
Surmelin and Marne the hills south 
of the river are less than 200 
feet high and are dominated by a 
600-foot plateau on the opposite 
bank where the bend in the river 
gives th enemy @ semicircle of 
converging fire. 

Tt was the obvious gateway for an 
offensive operation across the Marne 
whose objective is to get command 
of the higher ground east and west 
—shalliow, rolling valleys and tree- 
clad slopes “like the foothillmof the 
Berkshires only more cultivated,” as 
a New England officer described t. 
So far no attack has been made 
north of Chateau Thierry, where the 
action may later be extended in 
proportion to the development of 
the present operation. Despite the 
remarkable calm recently prevailing 
on the Marne front the French were 
not caught unawares. For some 
time the first French batteries—to 
whose strength and number the cor- 
respondent can bear witness—have 
provoked suspicion by the explo- 
sion of four big munition dumps 
at a point where no enemy guns 
were recistered. Fully an hour 
before the German bombardment 
opened the defenders loosed a 
counter-preparation, every 
gun crew working madly to beat the 
Noyons-Montdldier record of firing 
enough shells for thirty hours at 
ordinary speed in four and a half 
hours between 11 p.m. and dawn. 

LINE OF BATTLE. 

The battle line as it stood Monday 
morning represented a great variety 
of conditions. Following it from 
west to east we have first fifteen 
miles of the beautiful loops of the 
Marne Valley, reached again after 
nearly four years by the Germans 
just over a month ago. The pas- 
sage of such an obstacle could not 
but be costly and on so small a front 
risky, since, until it has been con- 
siderably passed, pontoon bridges, by 
which all communications must 
come, are under artillery fire. Sup- 
posing bridgeheads to be secured, 
there is a dificult country to fight 
through with no vital objective near. 
On this side, therefore, there is no 
reason for alarm. Next there ts the 
Dormans-Rheims sector of the vine- 
clad hills. Here the Marne must 
be crossed and on that condition

The balance in the city’s 
power revenue fund on the Ist 
inst. was $424,588.94, accord- 
ing to a report filed yesterday 
with the Council by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. Dis- 
bursement during the year 
amounted to $800,115.40. 

In the water revenue fund 
there was a total of only 
$5792, the receipts for the 
year being $2,560,904.46. The 
disbursements were $2,555,- 
133.88; 


On June 27, 1916, the two Magons 
were convicted and Judge Trippet 
gave Enrique three years in the 
Federal prison at McNeil Island, 
with a fine of $1000, and Ricardo a 
year and a day.

This is the fourth 
conviction of Ricardo Flores Magon, 
the third for his brother Enrique and 
the third for Liberado Rivera.

Fvervone believes that 
the President will solve the question, 
and everyone has the utmost confi- 
dence in him. 


“Tl saw Baker, and he 
sent: this message to the ple of 
Los Angeles: ‘Tell Los Angéles that 


we have more than 1,000,000 men 
In France today, and very soon wil! 


Los Angeles that we are going to 
win this war.’ 

“Officials I saw were all glad that 
Los Angeles is co-operating with the 
government by opening our Wash- 
ington bureau in the Metropolitan 
Rullding, op te the Treasury De- 
partment. That bureau is there to 
serve the government and the busi- 
ness men of Los Angeles. The gov- 
ernment bureaus want to know our 
resources, what we can do in this 
or that work, if we can fill this or 
that contract. Mr. McStay can an- 
swer those questions. Charles 0. 
Otis, in charge of the work of. par- 
celing out to the various stones con- 
tracts for supplies to concerns with- 
in those zones, congratulated the 
Los Angeles chamber on opening a 
Washington office to assist in his 
work. The bureau will help in an-

Work this 
well for five minutes, form loaves 
in pans and allow to rise to full 
height, as this dough will not rise 
in the oven. Bake in cov pans

These proportions will make nine- 
teen pounds of baked bread. A dif- 
ference in the barley flour to be had 
on the market makes it necessary 
to determine the exact amount by 
experiment.

Never was 
there a time when it was more important 
for the people as a wiole to co-ordinate 
their efforts, aud never was there a time 
when such defective machinery was sup- 
plied with which to register their opinions. 

In considering the candidates presented 
The Times will judge them by their past 
and by their attitudes in relation to the 
vital issues. Gov. Stephens resigned from 
Congress to enter State politics as an ap- 
pointee of former Gov. Johnson. He was 
formerly a Los Angeles grocer and is per- 
sonally well liked by his business and social 
acquaintances. His most commendable act 
was his veto of an anti-injunction act that 
the, old Johnson machine forced through 
the last Legislature. Gov. Stephens has 
been condemned, on the other hand, for 
his failure to limit the rapacious appetites 
of the political plunderbund known as the 
forty fat commissions. They are respons!- 
ble for a gross waste of about $5,000,000 
a year—and such a waste when the 
“finances of the State and nation are 
strained to the limit to aid in winning the 
war and feeding our allies is indefensibie. 

Mr. Hayes has not a wide acquaintance 
outside the section of the State in which 
he resides. Merit alone, unfortunately, is 
valueless in a direct primary. He is a big 
man of broad views, an unhyphenated Re- 
publican, and if elected he would doubtless 
make an excellent Governor. He has strong 
committees working for him in nearly every 
county in the State and his opponents will 
find that he is to be reckoned with when 
the ballote are cast. Mr. Hayes has en 
pressed vigorously and specifically his op- 
position to the forty tat commissions and 
promises a general abolition of the use- 
Jess boards and departments if elected. 

Mr. Fickert has shown more of the spirit 
of the day than any of the other candidates. 
He assumed the aggressive from the begin- 
ning by declaring open war on the ptun- 
derbund that is battening off the taxpayers 
and he will doubtless be fought bitterly by 
the consolidated pay-roll brigade. As Dis- 
trict Attorney of San Francisco he secured 
the conviction of the notorious Tom Mooney 
and his criminal associates for perpetrat- 
ing the bomb outrage that blew up a sec- 
tion of the San Francisco preparedness 
parade two years ago, killing and maim- 
ing more than fifty persons. Mr. Fickert 
has embarked on a campaign to rid the 
State of the LW.W. element. He is a native 
son, graduate of a California university and 
typically a Californian, possessing the wide 
horizon and the free spirit of his native 
State. His greatest handicap is that he is 
not a politician. He is now devoting him- 
self to preparing his legal campaign 
against the LW. W. and other malefactors 
in place of touring the State in a mad 
Marathon for public office. Rigs 

Judge Walter Bordwell is a candidate 
possessing an irreproachable personality 
and a flawless public record. His position 
on the issues of the campaign is unassail- 
able. If elected he would make an excel- 
lent Governor: but it is impossible for any 
man to make himself known to: the whole 
of the voters of the State within the period 
to which a closed primary campaign is 
limited. A candidate who has but his in- 


lied public record to offer is classed by the 
politicians as “unavailable.” Such a con- 
dition is a travesty on representative gov- 
ernment, but it is, nevertheless, the condi- 
tion which prevails under the infamous 
closed primary. ° 
Mayor Rolph is essentially the po 
cians’ candidate. He has a public recurd 
that resembles a German gas attack. The 
interests which he has favored, at the ex- 
pense of the tak-paying, law-abiding 
zens, are responsible for placing his name 
on the ballot. During the street-car strike 
in San Francisco last year he winked at 
the lawless gangs that were killing and 
maiming honest citizens and destroying 
tens of thousands of dollars worth of pri- 
vate property. under the protection of the 
police, and looked with complacency on the 
reign of terror that followed. It was not 
until the Federal government had landed 
marines in the industria! districts and Gov. 
Stephens was prepared to declare San 
Francisco under martial law that the 
Mayor permitted the police to restore order. 
Elected as an anti-union Mayor, he went 
over to the labor unions, apparently be- 
cause they. were the strongest single factor 
in San Francisco politics. Before he be- 
came Mayor Mr. Rolph had a good record 
as a successful business man; the fact that 


his campaign is now sponsored by the 
| walking delegates of the labor unions and 


the saloon interests tells more eloquently 
than words the things for which he stands. 
The best The Times can say for iim is 
that he had a clean record before he 
plunged fnto the filth of San Francisco mu- 
nicipal politics; that there is a faint chance 
he might look upon the issues of the day 
in a different light if he were to get away 
from his immediate infivences—and tnat 
such a hope would make him preferable to 
Frank Heney, if the latter were to secure 
the Democratic nomination.

every honest citizen to put patriotism be- 
fore politics this year and vote for ;rinci- | 
ples rather than for men. This is a great 
year in the history of modern civilization. 
Issues of transcendent importance must be 
decided, and their decision depends in a 
large measure on the policies of the State 
and Federal governments. “Our preseat 
and immediate task, said President Wilson 
in a memorable address, is to win the war, 
and .nothing shall turn us aside from it 
until it is accomplished.” If we are to do 
our best in California to bring this about 
we must view the big issues of the day in 
a big way. 

Millions of dollars are being wasted 
yearly in California in pay rolls of useless 
commissions. That waste is indefensibie. 
Any candidate who does not pledge him- 
self unequivocally to stop such wastage 
should be beaten, and The Times believes 
he will be. 

Industry is sorely hampered in the State 
by harassing laws and regulations, most 
of which were passed for the purpose of giv- 
ing employment to commissions and hang 
ers-on in enforcing them. Every law that 
harasses business and thereby limits produc- 
tion must be repealed. Industry cannot 
prosper unless it is free-—-free from oppres- 
sive taxation, free from unfair regulation, 
free from tyrannical labor-union domination. 


AT PEOPLE ARE READING. 

When the war started there were a 
few popular magazines that announced, with 
an air of distinction, that nothing bellicose 
would be permitted between their covers 
and whoever so wished could creep over 
their pages nor be apprehensive of war's 
alarms. One or two of those magazines are 
bulldogishly hanging onto that policy, but 
rumor has it that they would like to have 
more money in their counting offices. 

The public at large is reading of war, war 
and little but war—unless safd public turns 
backward to the forgotten novels. The cur- 
rent ones are war books. Mrs. Rinehart's 
“The Amazing Interlude,” with its gallant 
and mysterious hero vaguely—indefinitely— 
related to the royal family of Belgium, has 
made countless thousands of maidenly 
hearts palpitate with zeal to nurse wounded 
soldiers under shelifire. Rupert Hughes's 
“The Unpardonable Sin” reconstructs the 
Bryce report, using it or things, that ought 
to have been in ft, as the ridge pole for a 
plot. Mrs. Sedgwick in “The Devil's Cra- 
die,” as in “Salt of the Earth,” shows the 
German by his own hearthstone, revealing 
with intimate detail how kultur“ and “effi- 
ciency” warped the lives and bent up every 
spirit to boastful, arrogant pride in things 
Teutonic. Alice Cholmondeley’s Chris- 
tine” is still a popular book, and curious 
people ask one another Are the letters gen- 
ume?“ And “Did the author of ‘Elizabeth 
and Her German Garden’ write it“ The 
publishers deny knowledge of whether or 
not the letters are genuine, by which they 
confess a lack of perspicuity that is a sin- 
gular reflection on a house that had per- 
ception enough to publish the three books 
to which the awards of the Pulitzer en- 
dowment were last year given. Chris- 
tine” genuine? In the same way that the 
Shelley letters were “genuine” for which 
the astute Browning was induced to write 
a preface. 

Even books like Algernon Blackwood's 
“The Promise of Air”—half mystic, partly 
prophetic—which consciously avoids refer- 
ence to war, indicate on every page that the 
author wrote with dispatches from the front 
at his elbow, with aircraft crackling and 
zzzip-zzing overhead. And Quiller-Couch’s 
“Foe-Farrell,” a skillful conglomerate of 
realism and romance, burlesque and trag 
edy, mysticism and farce, though it has only 
the faintest direct connection with the war, 


is, when finished, seen to be little more 


than an elaborate allegory on this very war 
that we are in. 
An influence almost wholly new in liter 


ature is making itself felt in the urge to 
assure those whose homes have been deso- 
lated by war that death is not the end, but 
the beginning of true existence. Rider Hag- 
gard in “Love Eternal” is fiction with this 
idea very determinedly in view. But it is 
more manifest in non-fiction. All kinds and 
manners of men and women are turning to- 
ward spiritualism. Though Patience Worth, 
the psychic mystery of St. Louis—a ghost, 
if you please—is dashing off poetry that is 
poetry and novels of excellence and has ig 
nored the war, most spiritualistic investi- 
Sators bring reams on reams of stenograph- 
ic war notes from the mediumistic seances. 
The most notable of these is, of course, Sir 
Oliver Lodge, whose “Raymond” scarcely 
remains over night on any book dealer's 
shelf. 

Raymonu, the son of Sir Oliver, was 
killed in battle, and his father is confident 
that it is truly the spirit of Raymond that 
furnished him with enough material to fill 
a very large book. Sir Arthur Conan Dovle 
has turned spiritualist and says that he is 
in touch with thirteen mothers who are 
communicating with their dead sons. 

The number of books of this character 
on the market is astonishing; explainable, 
in a way, by the universal yearning of those 
life-bound to rid themselves of the feeling 
of utter loss which the untimely end of so 
many thousands and hundreds of thousands 
of sons and husbands and brothers has cre- 
ated. 

It would be a bit omission to get far 
away from fiction without referring to “spy” 
stories. Both American and English impor- 
tations are full of mysterious ladies, dark 
and sinister, of men furtively going about 
queer businesses, of dashing young males. 
all engaged in trapping U-boats, bombing 
English villages, blowing up munition planta 
and carrying secret papers. If it were not 
for “official documents” some modern nov 
elists would be left as high and dry and 
barren as the melodramas of our youth with- 
out the “mortgage” on the old farm. But 
conspicuous among this sensational caper- 
ing of type is Mrs. Rickard’s “The Light 
Above the Cross Roads: a spy story of very 
sincere psychology and no slight artistry, 
and which is not depending upon “plot” to 
interest the reader. ' 

It is not strictly true that all books relate 
even vaguely to the war, but these are at 
least in the proportion of two to seven: 
and none of them, excepting Ernest Poole’s 
“His Second Wife“ —a wretched perform- 


ance for the author of “The Harbor and 


“His Family”—have had the distinction of 
being “best sellers.” But then the impetus 
of Mr.. Poole’s reputation would have car- 
ried him into the “best-seller” class no mat- 


ter what he had written in the way of a 


novel. 

The most numerous books are the per- 
sonal narratives of men and women who 
have been “over there” as soldiers, ambu- 
lance drivers, relief workers, nurses or cor- 
respondents. The most distinguished of 
these works is unquestionably “Under 
Fire.” It may be true that Bolo Pasha 
spent millions, or maybe it was only thou- 
sands, advertising the book in France, be- 
cause it was supposed, through its utterly 
horrible descriptions, given with almost in- 
conceivable vividity, to be likely to weaken 
France and sicken her of war; but that 
Bolo Pasha was shot for advertising the 
book (not to mention other things, includ- 
ing close relations with a well-known Amer- 
{can newspaper proprietor,) does not in the 
least affect the literary merits of the book. 
In America Sergeant Empey started the 
popularity of the personal narrative. No 
book in recent times has sold through so 
many editions as “Over the Top.” It was 
far from being the first of its kind, but the 
public fancy caught it up, and now scores 
of soldiers have become authors to tell 
what they saw and went through; and the 
amazing part of them all ig that each is 
interesting. 


Failure of the President to make 
any specific announcement with ref- 
erence to amelioration of the condi- 
tion of Russia will probably serve, 
as a disappointment to those who 
had expected the Executive to out- 
line, perhaps vaguely, the purpose 
of the United States and its Allies 
toward the great prostrate giant of 
Eastern Europe. It had been ex- 
pected that Mr. Wilson would dis- 
close in his Fourth of July address 
Mans of the Allies to rehabilitate 
hussia and to remove that nation 
from the thrall of German domina- 
tion. That he did not do so should 
not be taken as an indication that 
the United States is insensible to 
the peril both to Russia and to the 
world that lies in the condition of 
anarchy now engulfing that dis- 
tressed people. Something will 
have to be done with and for Rus- 
Sia before the war is determined, 
but conditions are so complex that 
it is doubtful if any one yet sees 
the way out. 

The encouraging and thrilling 
thing in the President's address is 
his clear-cut and unequivocal decla- 
ration that there is but one issue iv 
the present crisis, and that, that 
there can be no compromise in the 
issues as now made up. it is the 
conflict of the past with the present 
and the war must be fought sternly 
on, no matter what the cost. until 
the right of the peoples of the earth 
to self-determined government shall 
have been established teyond all 
peradventure. Arbitrary power 
heard read its death warrant, and 
to the execution of that mandate the 
free peoples of the earth will con- 
tinue to sacrifice and serve till the 
end is accomplished —[Cincinnati 
Enquirer. | 


The Beast Which Must Be Destroyed. 


In the torpedoing of the Canadian 
hospital ship Liandovery Castle 
there is just another reason why 
Germany and everything German 
will be execrated by decent peoples 
through all time. It is an unjust re- 
flection upon primitive man to char- 
acterize such acts as savagery, just 
as it is an unjust reflection upon 
decenter warriors of an earlier age 
to apply the name Hun to the 
German of today. By the methods 
to which they have resorted from 
the day they “with holy joy” scat- 
tered to the four winds the scraps 
of their country's good faith and en- 
tered upon what they thought would 
be a war of easy conquest, the Ger- 
mans, under the leadership of their 
Kaiser, have shown to the world 
that they have no rightful place in 
what the world knows as civiliza- 
tion. 

It is sometimes difficult to say 
which of their crimes bespeaks 
greatest infamy, but certainly the 
deliberate sinking of hospital ships 
ranks high up on the list. The case 
of the Liandovery Castle is without 
semblance’ of palliation.

By all the regulations re- 
spected by civilized nations that 
vessel should have been immune 
from attack, and yet—torpedoed 
without warning. and under circum- 
stances that indicate a clear effort

NEW YORK, July 17.—Strength 
in the near-by deliveries continued 
as the feature of the cotton market 
today and forced more distant con- 
tracts to respond, although the lat- 
ter were lower at the start.

FOR SAVING OF FOOD. 


ADMINISTRATOR SAYS OBSERV- 
ANCE OF RULES HERE 
HAS BEEN BEST. 


“Los Angeles has given a good ac- 
count of herself in her compliance 
with the food regulations,” said 
Louls M. Cole, City Food Adminis- 
trator, who was the principal speak- 
er yesterday at the monthly lunch- 
con of the Los Angeles Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association, at Christopher's. 

“The saving has been phenome- 
nal,“ he declared. “When the call 
came to ship flour, Angelenos con- 
tributed over 1,000,000 pounds in 
excess supplies. Right now there 
are sugar regulations, which may 
possibly Rave to be made more 
stringent. We may possibly have to 
cut the monthly allowance per per- 
son to two pounds. Canning is en- 
couraged, but ice cream sodas are 
considered nonessentials, Ice cream 
manufacturers. are to receive only 
50 per cent. of the sugar they got 
last year. 

“We don't have any real food 
regulatins here on the Pacific Coast 
in comparison with eastern points. 
There have been positive food 
shortages in the East, while here 
we have had plenty to eat. There 
is no reason, however, why we can’t 
all comply cheerfully with the-sav- 
ing rules. After this war there are 
going to be two kinds of persons, 
those who did, and those who 
didn’t. We shall have to settle with 
our own conscience, whether we 
helped that youth who may return 
with an empty sleeve. We are pro- 
viding for 7.900.000 soldiers now, 
and it is up to us to feed them.

CHARITIES HIT | 
SEVERE BLOW. 


Reduction of Assessment not 
Legal, it is Held. 


Deputy County Counsel Gives 
Opinion on Matter. 


Over Sixty Institutions Here 


\ 

More than sixty charitable insti- 
tutions of this city and county were 
hit a hard blow yesterday when 
Deputy County Counsel Hugh Gor- 
don notified the Board of Supervisors 
that a reduction of assessment would 
be illegal. 

The custom for many years has 
been to make a nominal assessment 
on the application of charitable in- 
stitutions. The Public Weltare Com- 
mission recommended to the Super- 
visars that it continue the practice 
of reducing assessments, naming 
sixty charitable institutions. The 
applications came before the board, 
but were not acted on. Now that 
the County Counsel hase held that 
the practice is illegal, it is probable 
that no reductions will be made and 
Mat these institutions will be classed 
with other taxpaying properties. , 

IN THE CONSTITUTION. 


Article 13, Section 1 of the Con- 
stitution, provides that “All property 
in the State, except as otherwise in 
this Constitution provided not 
exempt under the laws of the United 
States, shall be taxed in proportion 
to its value, to be ascertained as 
provided by law, or as hereunto pro- 
vided.” 

Deputy County Counsel Gordon 
wrote the Supervisors that There is 
nowhere in the Constitution any pro- 
vision that exempts from taxation 
the property of charitable institu- 
tions. We must conclude that there 
is no legal basis whatever for the 
exemption of the property of such 
charitable institutions, nor for the 
reduction of their assessment to a 
nominal value. They must be taxed 
just the same as other taxable prop- 
erty within the State.” 

Chairman Hamilton stated that the 
board had not come to a conclusion. 
but in the face of the opinion from 
Mr. Gordon, it would seem that the 
applications from the charitable in- 
stitutions will have to be denied. 

SOME OF THE CHARITIES. 


Included in these institutions are 
the Florence Crittenden Home, 
Truelove Home of the Salvation 
Army, Mary Andrews Clark Me- 
morial Home, Young Woman's 
Boarding-house, Hollenbeck Home,

Included in this association 
are the Interdenominational Mit- 
terial Alliance of Los Angeles, the 
Colored Nurses’ Alumni! Association, 
the Los Angeles Baptist. Ministers’ 
Unſon. the Sojourners’ Industrial 
Club, the Woman's Day Nursery, the 
Physicians’, Druggists’ and Dentists’ 
Association, the All-American 
League, the Republican Protective 
League, and the Southern California 
section of the California State Fed- 
eration of Colored Women's Clubs.
